Join in Lincoln Greeting.

He Gives an Account of His Travels 
at Great Open-Air Meeting— 
City Decorated. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Sept. 5.—William Jen- 
nings Bryan to-night returned to his home, 
and the “home folks’’ welcomed him 
with every evidence of approval and sat- 
isfaction. It was a neighborly welcome, 
planned as such carried out as 


planned. 
Lincoln has more Republicans than 


Democrats, but to-night there was no line 
of partisan division, and the welcome ex- 
tended to both Mr. and Mrs. Bryan was 
sincere and joyful. Everybody showed 
good-nature, nobody wanted to quarrel 
about politics, and nearly the whole popu- 
lation showed that it was genuinely glag 
that Mr. Bryan lives here. 

It is doubtful whether Lincoln ever 
held a larger crowd than that which 
came to the city to-day. The weather, 
barring the heat, was fine. It was a 
half holiday in the city, and every train 
from over the State arrived loaded down, 
bringing not only Nebraska people, but 
many from nearby States. 

The city was handsomely decorated for 
the homecoming, the fronts of business 
houses being a mass of flags and bunt- 
ing, while in the residence quarters 
ithographs of Mr. Bryan in the win- 
dows, together with the National colors, 
Were everywhere seen. The non-partisan 
mature of the reception was emphasized 
in every way possible. 

The Bryan train arrived shortly after 5 
o'clock. A crowd was packed around the 
station. There was a roar of welcome as 
the train rolled in and Mr. Bryan ap- 
peared on the platform. In the party, be- 
sides Mr. and Mrs. Bryan and their 
daughter, Grace, was the Lincoln delega- 
tion, which left here ten days ago to meet 
him at New York, together with a few of 
the Nebraskan Democratic Mayors, who 
also went to New York. 

Bryan's only expression as he looked 
down on the multitude of faces was: 
“ Great Scot! What a crowd!” 

Showing no sign of fatigue, but bowing 
right and left, and smiling happily, with 
an occasional word to an old acquaint- 
ance, Mr. Bryan walked to a carriage. 
Seated with him were Gov. Mickey, 
Mayor Brown, and John E. Miller, Presi- 
dent of the Lincoln Commercial Club. A 
second carriage held Mrs. Bryan, Mrs. M. 
D. Welch, Mrs. J. E. Miller, and Mayor 
Dahlman of Omaha. Then, in turn, fol- 
lowed carriages containing members of 
the reception committee and newspaper 
men, who accompanied Mr. Bryan from 
the East. No attempt was made at a 
parade, although there was a pretentious 
mounted escort, headed by Capt. James 
Cosgrave, policemen on horseback, frater- 
nal organizations and individual marchers, 
the whole preceded by six bands. 

Along the route Mr. Bryan was re- 
ceived with cordiality and enthusiasm.

1,000 Cavairymen Ordered to Defend 
Border Town—Details of Plot. 


DOUGLAS, Arizona, Sept. 5.—With the 
arrival of Gen. Luis D. Torres to-day to 
direct the fortification of Agua Prieta, 
the revolution assumed the proportions 
of an open military action. Agua Prieta 
is a small town just across the Mexican 
border from this city. The issue depends 


upon the arrival of 1,000 cavalrymen from 
Montezuma before Agua Prieta falls into 
the hands of the rebels, who would gain 
through its capture an open road for 
arms and the possession of the railroad 
and telegraph facilities. 

A message from El Paso, Texas, to-day 
refers to a letter in which light is thrown 
on the rebel conspiracy. The letter was 
found on Bruno Trevino, one of the men 
arrested as a Mexican revolutionist on the 
Arizona border. It is dated Toronto, On- 
tario, and signed by R. Flores Magood, 
the head of the Mexican Revolutionary 
Junta. Magood instructs Trevino, when 
he has 100 men willing to fight, to attack 
the Nogales Custom House, take arms, 
and then proceed to interior towns and 
gather recruits. The letter says: 

*‘Let Cananea alone for the present and 
take Nogales first.’’ 

The writer cautions Trevino against act- 
ing too soon, and continues: 

“There are some who would at once 
throw themselves on the despots. This 
would occasion nothing except demorali- 
zation and panic. We must act when we 
have the probability of success. Above 
all, the movement does not lag, but it will 
not be on Sept. 16, as certain papers have 
guessingly made it appear. The day on 
which the rising will take place cannot be 
named. This depends on the various 
groups, or the majority of them, being 
ready.”’ 

Several thousand copies of the printed 
programme of the so-called Liberal Party 
were found by officers to-day. They were 
to be scattered broadcast along the bor- 
der, it is believed, at the outbreak of the 
proposed revolution.

ON THE MONEY MARKET 


He Issues an Order to Facilitate 
Importation of Gold. 


CALL MONEY UP TO 40% 


Advance Was Caused by Overflow of 
Cash to Interior and a Lack of 
Gold Engagements. 


The monetary strain evidenced yesterday 
by the advance in call money to 40 per 
cent. was relieved at the close of business 
hours by an order issued by Secretary 
Shaw in Washington. Mr. Shaw an- 
nounced that on and after next Monday 
and until further notice the Treasury will 
make deposits’in National banks to fa- 


cilitate the importation of gold. Bonds 
available for investment by savings banks 
in Massachusetts and New York will be 
accepted at 90 per cent. as security pend- 


engagement of the gold must precede the 
deposit and the deposit must be paid as 
soon as the gold arrives. 

The advance in call money was partly 
the result of a further large outflow of 
cash to the interlor. The statement of the 
Sub-Treasury shows that since Friday 
the banks have lost $4,455,000 to the Gov- 
ernment, and on top of the loss further 
transfers to the amount of $2,000,000 have 
been made through the Sub-Treasury, 
$1,800,000 being sent to San Francisco and 
$200,000 to New Orleans. 

The fact that no gold engagements were 
announced to offset these heavy losses 
of cash by the New York banks caused 
the sentiment in the money market. The 
continued stringency resulted in further 
advances in time rates, loans for ninety 
days being made at rates from 7% to 8% 


per cent. 
Foreign exchange rates advanced at 


noon, but receded again before the close 
of the business day. Demand sterling 
rose to 4.835 and then dropped to 4.833. 
Under existing conditions and without 
Treasury assistance gold could not be 
taken -for import with exchange here 
above a 4.83 rate. Free advances by the 
Government, however, made it possible to 
import gold profitably on a higher basis 
of exchange. 

Attention was drawn to the fact that! 
call money was higher and foreign ex- 
change was as low yesterday as on April 
10 last, when the first advances to facili- 
tate gold imports were made by Secretary 
Shaw, 

As a result of Secretary Shaw’s order, 
it is probable that next week will see 
large engagements of gold. It is be- 
lieved in many quarters that much of 
the gold which has been more or less 
mysteriously withdrawn from the London 
market in the last two or three weeks 
is held in such a way that it wiil 
now become available for export to New 
York. 

The messages received in Wall Street 
from London asserted that $2,015,000 in 
eagles had been withdrawn from the 
Bank of England for New York accounts, 
The name of the importing house was 
not mentioned, and some of the bankers 
most actively engaged in foreign ex- 
change operations denied having any 
knowledge of the reported withdrawal 
of gold from the Bank of England.

BELLEVUE DOCTORS ROBBED. 


Somebody’s Been’ Entering Their 
Rooms for the Last Three Nights. 


Somebody has stolen jewelry and clothes 
worth more than $1,000 from the doc- 
tors’ rooms at Bellevue Hospital in the 
last three nights. The physicians and 
police feel sure that the thief is above 
the ordinary in intelligence. 

Almost every doctor in the institution 
has lost something valuable. The rob- 
beries have been committed between 9 
o’clock at night and 4 in the morning. On 
Tuesday night the rooms of several doc- 
tors were entered. Dr. George Lindsay 
lost a $100 gold watch, three fraternity 
pins, a suit of clothes, and $25. Dr. F. R. 
Halbrook lost a gold watch and a dila- 
mond pin, and Dr. L. B. Rogers lost a 
light overcoat and several suits. Patients 
also complain that they have been robbed 
of money which they had placed under 
their pillows at night. 

The police are certain that the thief fs 
familiar with the rules and regulations of 
the institution. As the doors and trunks 
have not been broken, the police believe 
that the thief either has duplicate keys 
to all the doctors’ rooms or is armed With 
an unusually effective series of skeleton 
keys. 

There are fifty doctors at the hospital. 
Their rooms are on the fourth and fifth 
floors, and it is a mystery to the police 
how a thief could get into the rooms 
without being seen. 


GIRL SHOT RANCH FOREMAN. 


He Chided Miss Irvine and She Put 
Two Bullets in Him.

SHERIDAN, Wyoming, Sept. 5.—What 
was intended by the girl to be a duel 
between Miss Edna Irvine and George E. 
Knighton, a ranch foreman, has resulted 
in Miss Irvine being bound over in $500 
tail, charged with shooting with intent 
to kill. Miss Irvine is the daughter of 
State Treasurer Irvine. She has been 
spending the Summer at Red Ranch, 
owned by her father and the Leiter-Pratt 
Cattle Company. . 

Recently a barn door was left open and 
some of the cattle got into a granary. 
Knighton accused Miss Irvine of leaving 
the door open. This was said before the 
employes and humiliated the girl. 

Knighton then ridiculed the girl for 
carrying a big revolver. All the time 
while she was at the ranch she was 
never without a .45-calibre weapon. 

‘“‘Tl’ll show you I can use it,” she said. 

Knighton made more fun of her. 

“Draw your own weapon, for I’m going 
to shoot to kill,’’ cried the girl. 

Knighton made a move to draw his 
gun. He didn’t have time to get his 
weapon out. Miss Irvine shot twice and 
inflicted two painful wounds in his hip. 
The bullets hit not two inches apart. 

State Treasurer Irvine himself informed 
the Sheriff, but said he thought his 
daughter had provocation. Knighton said 
himself the girl was not to blame, as he 
should not have teased her. 

At the trial witnesses testified Miss Ir- 
vine had no intention to kill Knighton, be- 
cause they said she is an expert shot and 
would have killed him if she had tried to. 
The girl now much regrets the shooting. 


TALK OF FIVE REVOLUTIONS. 


General Uprising In Central America 
Said to be Planned. os 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 5.—The exist- 
ence of an alleged junta, which is said to 
be collecting funds and supplies for a 
revolution to be started simultaneously 
about Nov. 1 in the five Central American 
republics, Costa Rica, Honduras, Salva- 
dor, Nicaragua, and Guatemala, was an- 
nounced here to-day. Don Angel Urgatel, 
who says he is a cousin of Policarpo 
Bonilla, brother of the President of Hon- 
duras, said in an interview: 

“I am informed that there is to be 
a general uprising in the five republics. 
My mission is to collect funds for a 


revolution in Honduras, where Policarpo 
Bonilla, my cousin, will lead the insurgent 
forces. The people of the five republics 
in Central America are all dissatisfied 
with their rulers.”’ 

Urgatel added that he believed an at- 
tempt at revolution in Salvador will be a 
failure, but that he hopes for success 
in the other republics.

NEW SPELLING EXTENDS 
TO ALL FEDERAL COPY 


Public. Printer Says It Applies to 
Government Papers Generally. 


BY ORDER OF PRESIDENT 


Stillings’s Notice, It Is Understood, 
Was Prepared After Consulta- 
tlon with Roosevelt. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—In accordance 
with the President’s directions Public 
Printer Stillings began to distribute to- 
day among the heads of the various de- 
partments the little booklets containing 
the list of 300 words recommended by the 
Simplified Spelling Board, and the au- 
thorities for their use. The notice on the 
fly leaf of the booklet is as follows: 

“By direction of the President the fol- 
lowing list of words, showing the revision 
in spelling, is issued for the use of the 
Government departments. All copy for 
publications to be printed at the Govern- 
ment Printing Office should be prepared 
in accordance with this list.” 

Mr. Stillings’s announcement goes a 
step further than President Roosevelt's 
letter warrants. Mr.. Roosevelt specified 
executive department documents. There 
is no suspicion, however, that Mr. Still- 
ings has exceeded his authority. He has 
been in communication with the Presi- 
dent on the subject, and it is understood 
that he fs acting in accordance with his 
chief’s wishes in the announcement he 
now makes, 

The Public Printer has been a@ warm 
advocate from the first of the simplified 
system. When the President's letter was 
received he desired to find out exactly 
how far he could go. The use by Mr. 
Stillings of the phrase ‘“‘ by direction of 
the President "’ is said to refer not to the 
President's published letter, but to subse- 
quent orders received by him in_ the 
course of his correspondence with Mr. 
Roosevelt. 

Civil Service Commissioner Cooley an- 
nounced today that in future candidates 
for civil service positions will be allowed 
to spell either in the old fashioned way or 
according to the simplified method in 
writing their examination papers. 

The announcement created much en- 
thusiasm among a number of the candi- 
dates, and caused some irritation among a 
certain class of ex-candidates, 

‘IT wouldn’t have failed if they had this 
rule when I came up for examination,” 
said one of the latter. ‘‘ Mr. Cooley's order 
is eminently proper, but it ought to have 
been issued long ago. If it had been I 
wouldn't have been scratched for spelling 
kissed ‘ kist,’ and throug ‘thro.’ I never 
could get the hang of those confounded 
words anyhow.” 

Another young man who has hitherto 
hesitated about applying for a civil serv- 
ice position declared himself so much en- 
couraged by Mr. Cooley’s announcement 
that he said he would apply for a position 
at the earliest opportunity.

“That the principles of the party require

| Socialism, and imperialism. We recognige 
the right and the ability of the people 
to regulate and control public interests 
lin the State, but we resent any effort 
|to commit the party to a Socialistlo posi- 
tion or to dictate the policy of the Demo- 
| cratic Party; 

“That its policy should be the out- 
come of a full, free, and untrammelled 
expression of the opinion of the party 
in open convention assembled.” 

Might Bolt if Hearst Won. 


The decision of the conferrees to reag- 
semble at the time of the Buffalo Gon- 
| vention is not without significance. In 
the absence of any open deolaration, ft 
| was taken by many to indicate that if the 
unexpected should happen and Mr. Hearst 
should be nominated at Buffalo, the men 
concerned in the present movement would 
bolt the convention on the ground that it 
was not a Democratic assembly, having 
declared for the candidate of an opposing 
party.

The President's 
tremendous energy and determination, he 
said, were responsible in great measure 
for the vast amount of beneficial legis- 
lation to curb trusts and unlawful rail- 
road combinations passed by the last 
Congress, and were a Democratic House 
of Representatives to succeed the pres- 
ent one everything would be done to par- 
alyze the Executive's hand in order to 
form a basis of a National campaign 
in the interest of the next Democratic 
candidate for President.

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CANNON CALLS GOMPERS 


CZAR AND DICTATOR 


\In Maine Address the Speaker 


| Denounces Labor Chief. 
| 


‘CALLS DEMANDS UNAMERICAN 


| Would Rather Quit Public Life Than 
Indorse Anti-Injunction Bill, the 
Speaker Says. 


LEWISTON, Me., Sept. 5.—Speaker Jo- 
seph G. Cannon, in an address to a large 
audience at City Hall here to-night, criti- 
cised Samuel Gompers, President of the 
| American Federation of Labor. 

Mr. Cannon said: 

‘Mr. Samuel Gompers has come into 
your district and demanded the defeat of 
Charles BH. Littlefield, not because Mr. 
Littlefield has failed to properly represent 
| the people of this district or even the 
| workingmen here, but because he has 
failed to comply with the demands of Mr. 
Gompers, who claims to be a citizen of 
New York and a resident of Washington. 
Mr. Gompers has introduced a new ele- 
ment inte American politics. He does not 
exercise the right of petition; he demands 
| that Congress enact into law his will. He 
publishes a decree in the name of labor 
that the public official who refused to 
obey his command shall be retired from 
public life. 

“On what meat does this new Czar feed 


| to make him different from other political 


| bosses in this day of tie decadence of 


| bossism? He ts President of the Federa- 
| tion of Labor, an honorable organization. 
My sympathies are with it in all efforts 
and struggles to improve 
condition and secure a larger share of the 
profits of production for the wage earn- 
|ers. I do not, however, believe in pro- 
scription in politics. It is foreign to our 


institutions, foreign to a government of 
the people. I am opposed to Mr. Gomp- 
| ers’s political methods of blacklisting men 
who vote as their conscience and judg- 
| ment and the welfare of their constituents 
dictate. 

“It is reported that Mr. Gompers has 
made an assessment on the members of 
| the Federation of Labor to secure money 
for use in this campaign. A member of 
| the Federation may be a Republican in 
favor of Republican policies, but he is 
assessed to make a campaign against his 
own interests as he sees them because 
Mr. Gompers is opposed. Such methods 
in politics have never succeeded in this 
country, and they never will. 

“I believe this effort to combine the 
vote of organized labor in — would 
fail even if a majority of the Federation 
of Labor adopted it. I am certain that 
it will fail as the order of Mr. Gompers. 
The workingmen, both union and non- 
union, of this country, are as jealous 
of their sovereignty as are the farmers 
or any other people. They will not fol- 
|low him in his self-assumed function of 
dictating how they shall exercise their 
right of citizenship. They will go to the 
| polls, and with the Australian ballot in 
their hands they will walk under their 
own hat brims and not under that of Mr. 
Gompers."’ 
| ‘* This proposed law demanded by Mr. 
Gompers in substance prohibited the Unit- 
ed States courts from issuing injunctions 
in any case between employer and em- 
ploye unless necessary to prevent trrepar- 
able injury to property or to a property 
right of the party making the application, 
for which injury there is no adequate 
remedy at law, and in the next sentence 
the bill provided ‘and for the purpose of 
this act no right to carry on business of 
any particular kind or at any particular 
place or at all shall be construed, held, 
considered, or treated as property or as 
constituting a pte right. 

‘““This means that what is property and 
|@ property right under ordinary interpre- 
tation of law shall not be considered prop- 
erty ora paperty right in a labor dispute.

What is the matter with all these people 
who profess to be shocked at the very 
timid and faint-hearted proposition com- 
ing from Prof. Matthews? They prate 
about the ‘“‘ King’s English.”” What is 
* King’s English,” anyway? It is sfmpli- 
fied spelling, pure and simple; that is 
what it Is. And what Is the language that 
each and every one of them is constantly 
using? Simplified spelling, all of it. Peo- 
ple who dislike simplified spelling should 
confine themselves to the “ Kynge’s Eng- 
lysshe.”’ 

And all this talk about “the English of 
Shakespeare’ is pure cant. It is nothing 
but a catch phrase, anyway. It is a safe 
proposition that not one in one hundred 
of English-reading people ever saw, or 
if they did 
see, or could understand if they did hear, 
“the English of Shakespeare."’ I am sure 
that Shakespeare would be puzzled to read 
and understand the modern editions of his 
works, such as most people are familiar 
with, those that have been “edited” by 
Gollancz and Hudson and Knight and 
Dyce, and Rolfe, and'French, and Wright, 
and others. Here is a short vocabulary 
for those who are fond of the “ English 
of Shakespeare,” a few words taken at 
random from ‘“‘ The Merry Wives of Wind- 
sor’: Perswade, hee, borne, himselfe, doe,

INDUSTRIAL CONCENTRATION. 


Even Tariff Reform Seems Useless to 
One Observer. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your issue of Aug. 27, in an editortal 
* Industrial Concentration," you express 
your approval of the Steel Trust for its 
success in preventing fluctuations of prices 
in the American market for its products, 
and, in the light of this achievement, you 
question the reality of the sentiment 
against the trusts in the country. 

It is strange and unfortunate that so 
many people who are in sight and hearing 
of the great centre of financial activity 
|allow its din to deafen their ears to the 
earnest, angry, and almost unanimous de- 
mand of the American people that monop- 
} Olies shall cease, and persist in the d2lu- 
‘Sion that your frothy Hearsts have con- 
bovtay up the storm which they aspire to 
ride. It is strange, for the truth is so 
obvious, and it is unfortunate because a 
timely recognition of the inevitable on 
the part of those most interested might 
Save them a rough lesson in dynamics, 
and, incidentally, our institutions from a 
joint-trying wrench. 

But as to the steel situation. Hag the 
concentration and consequent steadying 
of the market resulted in fair and mod- 
erate prices to the public? Does the 
greater economy of production in Ameri- 
can furnaces bring a corresponding cheap- 
ening of their product to the American 
consumer? In your able leaders on the 
tariff question you enter a convincing 
negative to these queries. You admit, 
then, when arguing on the tariff, that the 
control which the United States Steel 
Corporation exercises over the markets is 
used for purposes of oppression, while you 
}seem inclined to regard it as a public 
| blessing, when the trust question is on 
j the tapis. To the mind of at least one 
|of your readers it seems that desirable 
as steady prices may be, from the point 
| Of view of the consumer, fair and reason- 
| able prices are better, and the service of 
|the trust, in ‘discouraging exaction” 
by others above the limit which they 
have fixed as enough for themselves is @ 
small counterpoise for the high-handed 
pillage which their own prices exact from 
the public.

IRON AND STEEL NOTES, 


Shortage of Coke and Ore Feared for 
This Winter. 


The Iron Age takes a reassuring 
the iron market, though a new eause for 
uneasiness is suggested in the matter of 
getting adequate supplies of ore and coke 
into the field before the close of naviga- 
tion this Winter. 


The excitement in pig iron has quieted down 
somewhat, although the danger of a runaway 
market has not disappeared and is regarded in 
some quarters as imminent this Iall, particu- 
larly in foundry iron. The action of one lead- 
ing producer in the South in selling freely for 
forward delivery at close to $15 Birmingham 
for No. 2 has had a quieting effect. In a num- 
ber of the principal distributing markets both 
the volime and the urgency of the inquiries for 
forward delivery are pronounced, but there 
is some eagerness to cover immediate require- 
ments, 

There is some doubt as to whether we shall 

get down enough ore during the season for the 
requirements of the Winter and early Spring, 
and the coke supply, too, is causing uneasiness. 
In both cases the root of the evil lies in the 
shortage of labor, which is marked in nearly 
{all branches of the industries. Thus far the 
| railroads have handled the transportation ad- 
mirably, but here, too, the pressure of the enor- 
mous volume of business being done is begin- 
ning to find its reflection in hitches. 

The railmakers have added to thetr order 
books for 1906 and 1907 delivery 10,000 tons 
additional for the Chicago & Northwestern and 
30,000 tons for the Southern Railway. The 
Steel Corporation has just ordered over 3,000 
steel cars for its different roads and has ac- 
cepted bids for a number of additional loco 
motives.

POLICY HOLDERS MEET 
TO PREPARE TICKETS 


But Will Keep the Names Secret 
Until Sept. 18. 


A COUNTER-PLAN REPORTED 


Talk of an “Independent” Ticket De- 
signed to Deceive the Insured— 
Conference Continues To-day. 


The International Policy Holders’ Com- 
mittee will hold a meeting to-day at the 
Waldorf-Astoria to name Its tickets of 
Trustees for the New York and Mutual 
Life Insurance Companies. The tickets 
will not be announced, however, until 
Sept. 18 when they must be filed at Al- 
bany. A movement is said to be on foot 
to get up a third ticket to split the policy 
holders’ vote. It was also said yesterday 
that an announcement in connection with 
it might be made to-day. 

The International Committee has decid- 
ed to give the managements of the New 
York and Mutual Companies no such 
opening as the immediate announcement 
of the policy holders’ ticket would afford. 
The naming of four of the International 
Committeemen on the Mutual Life’s tick- 
et against their will and the opposition to 
the application of the four to be removed 
because they did not want to run in com- 
pany with representatives of the past and 
present managements are still fresh in 
the minds of the International Commit- 
tee’s members. So also is the campaign 
for proxies which New York Life agents 
are declared to be pushing all over the 
country. 

Feared a New Ticket. 

The International Committee thought 
that if the names on the policy holders’ 
ticket were announced at once the men 
back of the so-called “ independent ”’ 
movement, from which an announcement 
is expected soon, would name a ticket 
with some of the policy holders’ nominees 
on it and then try to make the policy 
holders vote for it in the belief that it 
was their own ticket. 

There was an all-day conference yester- 
day between the Nominating Committees 
| of the International Committee and of the 
Mutual Life Policy Holders’ Association 
of which Bernard N. Baker of Baltimore 
is President. The object was to name a 
joint ticket. An evening conference was 
also held, but no announcement was made 
except that both sides hoped such a tick- 
et would be named. The _ conferrees 
for the @nternational Committee were 
Richard Oiney, Chairman; Alton B. var- 
ker, Chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee; Col. A. M. Shook of Tennessee, J. G.

The dates on which the let- 
ters were written demonstrated that the 
matter had been called to Mr, Peabody’s 
personal attention early in July, whereas 
| the alleged rebating had continued down 
to the writing of the last letter, late in 
; August. : 
Rebating Charge Answered. 


This statement concerning the Texas 
letters was given out over the signature 
of George T. Dexter, Second Vice Presi- 
dent of the company: 


The claim that the Mutual Life agents in 
Texas were rebating was first brought to our 
attention through a communication to the Pres- 
ident from a discharged and disgruntled em- 
ploye of our San Antonio office. 

Specific charges were made and the names 
of the policy holders alleged to have received a 
rebate were furnished. An investigation was 
immediately started and we have a written 
statement from every one of the policy holders 
we have so far been able to reach denying the 
charge. The complainant has been informed 
of this fact and asked to furnish proof of his 
claim, We are ready to take summary ‘action 
in this or in any other case where proof is 
produced that agents of this company are vio- 
lating or have violated our Instructions pro- 
hibiting rebating. Our instructions are ex- 
plicit, and agents will be dismissed whenever 
the offense is proved, 

The letters of this former employe are 
only a few of those which the Interna- 
tional Committee has received on the sub- 
ject of rebating in Texas. 

From the office of President Peabody 
of the Mutual Life there was given out 
yesterday another letter addressed to the 
International Policy Holders’ Committee 
by a_ man desirous of helping the pres- 
ent Mutual Life management. Bishop 
McCabe's letter asking support for the 
present management came out that way. 
The second letter was from J. H. Jami- 
son, Chairman of an _ insurance com- 
mission created by the Iowa Legislature. 
| It was addressed to the International 

Committee, and asked if Thomas W. 
Lawson was behind that body. Mr. 
Jamison also wrote: 

} I am aware that some legislation has been 
enacted in New York practically legislating all 
these Directors out of office. Some of it will 
result in good; much of it will be harmful to 
both the companies and the policy holders. It 
is very difficult indeed to get the policy holders 
to understand what ought to be done in regard 
to these matters to best protect their interests, 
| but the policy holders cannot vote intelligently

HIGH RENTS RESPONSIBLE. 


Many Children Become Public Charges 


on This Account, Says Hebberd. 


The expenditure of $12,157,000 for the | 


improvement of the Charities Department 
is contemplated by Commissioner Heb- 
berd, according to his quarterly report 
submitted to Acting Mayor McGowan 
yesterday. The improvements, will in- 
clude $3,000,000 for a new wing for the 
City Hospital on Blackwell's Island, a 
new wing for the Metropolitan Hospital, 
also on Blackwell's Island, at the same 
cost; $1,000,000 for a new hospital in 
Brooklyn, additions to the Kings County 
Hospital to cost $750,000, and !tmprove- 
ments on the City Farm on Staten Island 
to cost $330,000. 

One of the things that the Commis- 
sioner mentions is the difficulty he has 
had in procuring ice. He got 5,000 tons 
at $1.70 a ton. The supply gave out in 
March and he had to pay $3.80 per ton 
thereafter. 

“They are unfit for human habitation,” 
says Commissioner Hebberd in his report 
about some of the hospital buildings. 

He refers especially to the leper pa- 
vilion at the Metropolitan Hospital. Of 
the Metropolitan Hospital on Blackwell's 
Island, he says: 

“It is unsuited for hospital purposes, 
having been constructed in large part on 
the separate room or cell system, at a 
time when the scientific treatment of the 
insane was in its infancy." 

The Commissioner laments the inade- 
quate accommodations at the Coney Isl- 
and Hospital, and the Bradford Street 


Hospital in Brooklyn. The first accommo- 
dates but six patients and the other 
eight. The Commissioner wants $100,000 
for the Coney Island Hospital. 

A feature of the report relative to 1,761 
children being proposed for committment 
in the quarter to city institutions is this 
observation: 

“One of the reasons for this 1s the 
slow, but sure, raising of the rents to an 
almost prohibitive figure, which compels 
many families, who have heretofore been 
able to struggle along, to break up their 
homes and seek to place their children 
in institutions. The lax immigration laws 
have also had much to do with filling the 
institutions with children. It is a daily 
occurrence to receive applications from 
people who have been in the country but 
a few months to ask to be relieved of the 
care of their children.” 


TWO AUTOMOBILE DISPUTES. 


An Attachment for One Company and 
a Receiver for Another. 


Deputy Sheriff Rinn has received an at- 
tachment against the H. J. Koehler Sport- 
ing Goods Company at 1,649 Broadway, 
for $1,200, obtained by Edward Swann, 
attorney for Dr. Martin J. Synnott of 
Montclair, N. J., on a claim for damages 
for the detention of his automobile. It 
was alleged that the company refused to 
return it to him and converted the ma- 
chine to its own use. The attachment was 
granted on the ground that it is a New 
Jersey corporation, with headquarters in 
Newark. The Sheriff put a keeper in the 
company’s place of business, where it has 
a garage. 

Supreme Court Justice Newburger has 
appointed Rudolph A. Seligman receiver 
for the partnership property of David S. 
Dreyer and Louls C. Howard, dealers in 


automobiles, in a suit brought By Mr. 
Dreyer against Mr. Howard for a dissolu- 
tion of the partnership on account of a 
disagreement between them. The partner- 
ship was formed on Sept. 16, 1905, with a 
capital of $500, contributed by Mr. Dreyer. 


JUSTICE DOWLING’S FEAT. 


Signed His Name 16,000 Times in Two | 


Days to Orders to Voters. 


Supreme Court Justice Victor J. Dowl- 
ing, sitting in Part II., Special Term, was 
& weary man yesterday. With each move- 
ment back and forth of his right arm a 
sheet of legal cap fluttered to the floor 
under the desk. Each sheet bore his 
signature in full and authorized an order 
directing some citizen to show cause why 
his name should not be stricken from the 
list of voters entitled to vote at the next 
primary election. 

On Monday 6,000 orders were submitted 
to Justice Dowling for his signature, and 
he worked from 10 o'clock in the morning 
until far into the night before he had 
completed his task. When the Justice 
appeared again yesterday he found 10,000 


more orders awaiting his signature. As 
an order to show cause must be signed in 
full by a Judge, the name Victor J. Dow!l- 
ing had to be written on Tuesday and 
yesterday almost 16,000 times. 

Before giving them to Justice Dowling 
to sign, each paper was scrutinized by 
Clerk McNeirny, who afterward placed 
the orders in batches of twenty-five at 
the Justice’s elbow. Justice Dowling at- 
tained a speed of twenty-five signatures a 
minute. At intervals Justice Bischoff ap- 
peared ahd assisted him. 

All of the orders to show cause are re- 
turnable or Friday. The orders have 
all been obtained because of the fight be- 
tween Lemuel E. Quigg and Herbert Par- 
sons for the leadership of the Republican 
County Committee.
